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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the applied reference by 
Chauvel (US 2002/0062434) fails to teach the a modified virtual address or there is no conversion logic to generate a modified virtual 
address from the virtual address. 
Please note that Chauvel teaches: 

(1) performing virtual address translation in order to access a physical memory 

(2) to reduce the latencies caused by address translation, a TLB (translation lookaside buffer) provided as part of a MMU (memory 
management unit), the translation lookaside buffer caches recently accessed memory locations where: (a) the TLB is accessed at the 
beginning of a memory access and (b) when a TLB (translation lookaside buffer) cache does not contain the information corresponding to 
the current access (i.e., a TLB-"miss" or "page fault"), the information must be retrieved from tables ("table walking"), located in main 
memory. 

Clearly, translation buffer ttable maintains translated address necessary to reduce latency caused by address translation. 
Chauvel moreover teaches concatenation performed in order to present unique virtual addresses or a modified virtual address to the 
shared TLB since the virtual address range used overlap the presentation, this clearly corresponsing to the limitation of "conversion logic to 
generate a modified virtual address from the virtual address if a virtual address-to-physical address translation for the virtual address does 
not exist in the storage" 

Chauvel teaches information corresponding to a current access, not contained in the TLB cache (i.e., a TLB-"miss" or "page fault"), must be 
retrieved from tables ("table walking"), located in main memory. 
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
